CALIFORNIA FOR THE LEAGUE 


Isidor Jacobs, president of the Califor 
nia Canneries Companf, and one of the 
accredited speakers for the heague to Kin- 
force Peace, has been delivering address- 
es throughout the state, particularly in 
Southern California, for the purpose of 
creating public opinion in favor of 
prompt action in indorsing the League of 
Nations and the peace treaty, as submit- 
ted by President Wilson- 

Mr. Jacobs is out for a breathing spell 
but will return to Southern California 
within the next few days to do further 
work in this line. 

“I have found throughout the State,’’ 
he said yesterday, ‘‘a desire for informa- 
tion in connection with the peace treaty, 
including the League of Nations. It is my 
opinién, from a careful study of the situa- 
tion in California, that the people gener- 
ally are nearly unanimous in favor of 
prompt action indorsing the peace treaty 
and the League of Nations. This has come 
to me from various sources, irrespective 
of ‘partisanship; in fact, the general 
opinion is by those who are conversant 
with the situation, that the Senate is 
making a terrible mistake in refusing rat- 
ification promptly to the peace treaty. 

“It is generally the opinion of those 
who are not in politics that this is not a 
Democratic measure, but a measure that 
is in the direction of bringing permanent 
peace to the world—something that 
should be desired by everyone. 

“It is recognized that the League of 
Nations may only be an experiment, but 
it is also acknowledged that it is well 
worthy of a trial, and that any bad fea- 
tures in the act can be remedied when 
necessary at some future time, but that 
it is a step in the right direction, and that 
no one has the right to predetermine its 
failure to bring about what it is intended 
to bring about. 

“I need only instance the Federal Re- 
serve Bank act, which was also made the 
butt by many. of the same people that are 
now in the United States Senate and that 
are now opposing the peace treaty. A 
close analysis of the statements made in 
the Senate will prove that this also was 
predetermined by these partisian Sen- 
ators to be a failure, yet it is now ac- 
knowledged that this is the one great 
measure that has prevented financial 
panics for years, the very thing it was 
intended for, and has stabilized our eur- 
rency and our finances, and has been of 
incalculable benefit to business men, man- 
ufacturers, labor and all our financial in- 
stitutions, and the country generally. 
This should be an object lesson to us in 
formulating our opinion. 

“‘No one contends for a moment that 
it is perfect. Personally, I object to the 
Shantung settlement, but I am willing to 
waive my objections in connection with 
this matter for the general good result to 
be brought about, belicving that the 
peace treaty will be ratified, as I believe 
it will be by the United States Senators 
without reservation, but possibly with in 
terpretations, and that later on any 
wrongs done will be righted, and that the 
results of the peace treaty will be a gen- 
eral disarmament and bring about peace 
to the civilized world for many genera. 
tions.’” 


THE PEOPLE FAVOR IT. 


“There is no security or safety to be 
found save under the covenant of the 
league. We must accept it as we did our 
own Constitution, that was itsclf a mass 
of compromises, and mold it, as experi- 
ence proves desirable, into better adapta- 
tion to the world’s needs. We did that 
with the Federal Constitution; we can do 
it with the covenant. But if we reject the 
covenant we condemn the world and, in- 
evitably, ourselves, to a repetition of the 
agony from which we have hardly emerg- 
ed. There is but one course for the Unit- 
ed States to pursue. The people see it 
very clearly. Their judgment is formed. 
Their sentiment is united. They are for 
the covenant of the league as it stands, 
and woe betide the political party that in 
obstruction.thwarts their considered pur- 
pose.—Los Angeles Express.

One of the things America has 
had in heart throughout her whole 
existence, said the President, was 
that arbitration and consultation 
should be instituted for force, This 
was accomplished, he declared, by 
the league of nations covenant. 
“Nine months of discussion of any 
international controversy would be 
assured under the covenant, he as- 
serted, adding that this principle 


SECRETARY DANIELS’ MESSAGE TO RICHMOND. 


Secretary of the Navy Daniels did not deliver a speech while in Rich- 
mond, but he did offer some very good advice to the. reception committee and cit- 
izens about the advisability of Richmond always holding on to its own waterfront 
lands and harbors, and pointed out some good reasons for it. His rematks were 
a big boost and endorsement for Richmond’s plan of municipally owned harbors, ~ 
waterfronts and shipping facilities. Among other things on the subject he said: 

“Cities in the east are too prone to let go of their land. You ought to 
hold on to yours. You are on the threshhold out here, as it were. Your future is 
before you, and you are in a position to profit by the lessons those eastern cities 
—have had to learn to their sorrow. This country is going to develop wonderfully, 
and you must keep this fact in mind. Ikriow how hard it is for a small city to 
think it is ever going to become a hig city, but you must get into that habit of 
thinking. And with that thought settled in your minds you will begin to appre- 
ciate the value to the city itself of your waterfront lands.’’

Congressman Curry has written and wired repeatedly to the Richmond 
Industrial Commission, to the City Council, the Harbor Commission, the News 
and others that the Government is ready to make another appropriation for fur- 
ther improvement of the Richmond Municipal Harbor, if the city is ready also to 
come forward with its proportion of one-half, as has been agreed upon by the 
city’s representatives and the Government officials. 


RICHMOND’S WORD IS PLEDGED TO DO THIS, and it must keep 


its word. There is not enough in the harbor fund to meet the amount the Gov- 
ernment is to give, and this amount must be raised. 

There is no way to meet this honor-bound requirement except to vote 
bonds for it. The city officials will put the matter up to the people’ In a few 
weeks Richmond people will go to the polls and vote for or against the proposed 
bond issue, approximating $300,000, and this bond issue must carry if Richmond is 
to keep on going ahead, instead of going backward. ~ 

Unless further improvement is made upon the local harbor, much of the 
million dollars already expended upon it must- become worthless and be a loss. 

One more whirl at it will not complete the whole project, but it will at least extend 
the work on to a point where what has psting, Biveag done will ‘not be lost, but can 
be used to great advantage, in establishing Richmond as a world’s ocean .ship- 
ping port and bring to its docks great ocean-going vessels: from across the seas. 

This improvement must go on, or go backward. It cannot stand. still. 

The further improvement of Richmond’s harbor and waterfront is abso. 

‘lutely vital to the. future growth and prosperity of the city, and incidentally to the 
financial prosperity of every citizen or. by.
